MONG the various new appliances on yiew at the 
Dairy Show none seemed to attract more attention 
among dairy-farmers and workers than the 
improved butter ~ worker of which I give an 
Tüustration, Having its advantages over the old 

form thoroughly explained, I must admit to being very 
favourably impressed by its utility. It is an improved 
form of an old and favourite worker, the absence of any 
gearing or bearings above the table, the new treadle 
and stopping arrangement, and the patent invertors 
making it one of the most complete dairy appliances on 
the market. As the roller is — entirely from 
its outer end, the necessity of any bearing in the ce:.tre 
of the table is obviated, . The absence of any frame- 
work over the table makes the top of the bulter-worker 
perfectly clear for the use of the operator. The butter does 
not come into contact with any ironwork or bearings what-

This will prevent the heating of the tubers and allow of 
examination, When the soil is put on at once the whole 
mass heats and the disease germs are set at work, and 
often the whole lot is spoilt, Some cover their crop with 
potato haulm. There cannot possibly be a worse practice, 
as these tops always teem with the germs of fungoid 
disease, and, moreover, with the fungoid disease or diseases 
most likely to injure the tuber. ‘These tops should be 
burnt at опбе. Care must be taken to have tlie potatoes 
moderately dry before putting in the comm ысу in no 
ease should they be allowed to lay about the*land to get 
green. When they have been in a clamp a week they 
should be examined, and if disease is found to be present 
should be turned and sorted at once. One bad potato will 
speedily play havoc among the remainder.
